to men in Saigon Senior citizens invited 
to Christmas party

After months of only let. 
ters, talking directly to a 
son or husband in Vietnam 
was a pleasant even thrill- 
ing, change for 21 families 
of servicemen who did get 
a chance to talk by phone 
Saturday night. 

The call was arranged by 
Montclair Kiwanis Club be. 
tween 5 and 7:30 Saturday 
night at Holiday Motor

Mr. and Mrs. Max 
Hawkins were among area residents who talked to their servicemen in Saigan. Some 
men couldn’t make it to Saigon, so some families at the Kiwanis phone call didn’t get 
a call, but praised local service club for its effort. 


Lodge. The Club will get a 
bill at the end of the month, 
for $4 a minute, which will 
probably amount to around 
$500. 

It was money well spent, 
club and callers alike 
agreed, Even families whose 
sons or husbands couldn’t 
make it to Saigon Sunday 
morning praised and thanked 
the club for making the whole 
thing possible, 

First family to talk inclu. 
ded 11 persons, from adults 
to babies. Another family in- 
cluded nine members, and 
some lone and lonely wives 
used the handset on the phone 
instead of loudspeaker, and 
carried on a sometimes 
tearful private conversation. 

There were many with 
tears in their eyes as they 
left the private room, and 
Many wearing smiles. But 
neither criers nor smilers 
would turn down another 
chance should it arise. 

The project culminated 
some two months of work, 
on the part of the club and 
Congressman Jerry Pettis in 
Washington, D.C., who de- 
serves a large share of Tee 
sponsibility for the call. 

Tom Watson, committee 
chairman, at one point re. 
mdrked, ‘‘That Pettis is 
Quite a fighter.’? Pettis ran 
interference with the Pen. 
tagon, which seemed to feel 
the military could do without 
the interuption, 

Families were asked to 
arrive at the Holiday Motor 
Lodge by 4:30, but some 
were there at 4 o’clock when
